For Manitoba Highways 

Manitoba to Receive Rederal Grant 
of $80,000 for Good 
o Roads : 

The Manitoba provincial treasury 
will this year be partly relieved of 
the burden of providing good roads 
in Manitoba, according to Hon. Geo. 
A, Grierson, minister of public works, 
Federal legislation which becomes ef- 
fective prdvides that-the federal gov- 
ernment shall give the province a flat 
grant of $80,000 for construction of 
roads, and bear the burden of 40 per- 
cent. of roads constructed. It is stat- 
ed, however, that the flat grant is in- 
cluded in the percentage quoted. An 
official request for this assistance will 
be made by the provincial govern- 
ment in the immediate future. 

Under .the present. provincial legis- 
lation the goyernment bears 50 per- 
cent of the cost of construction in 
market roads and sixty-six and two- 
thirds percent of the cost of con- 
struction on provincial highways. In 
both cases, however, it is required 
that the roads be gravelled. One of 
the stipulations on which federal gov- 
emment pays 40 percent of the cost 
is that the particular road construc- 
tion work on which this has been 
paid must be submitted for approval 
to the federal board set up under the 
act.

In World Conditions 


Six years have elapsed since Ger- 


many threw down the gauntlet to 


civilization and embarked upon her 
mad enterprise to dominate the 
world. Almost two years have pas- 


scd since the signing of the armistice 


by which Germany acknowledged a 


humihating defeat and made an ab- 


ender 


ject surr 


Yet the world is still in a state of 
political upheaval, with battles raging 
on many fronts and a state of war 


existant between nations of millions 


of people. Russia and Poland are 


at war; Greece and Turkey are still 
fighting, with the Greek armies ad- 
vancing right into the heart of Tur- 
key in Europe; British, French, Bel- 
gian and United States armies are 
yet in occupation of a large part of 
Germany; large bodies of British and 
French troops are constantly on 
guard in Mesopotamia and Syria. A’ 


recent visitor to Greece reports that 
martial law still prevails there, and 
that all the old war regulations and 
restrictions are in full force, and that 
thousands of Grecks are in the army 
who have been there since 1912 and 
cannot get out. The United States 
is still technically at war with Ger- 
many and Austria. 

Are these things of any vital inter- 


est to Canada, and have they any

unsettled conditions exist, there is an 
ever present danger of a spark start- 
ing a general conflagration, and Can- 
ada, as a member of the League of 
Nations, has a duty to perform to the 
world and may conceivably be drawn 
into any new struggle.

Airplane as.Carrier 

Of Disease 
Could Easily Carry Insect Pests 

From Place to Place 

_ Whoever would have imagined that 
the aeroplane would be attacked as 
a possible carrier of disease? | Yet 
this is just what Professor H. Max- 
well Lefroy did in a lecture at the 
Royal Institution (London). He says 
that the greatest carrier of pest+car- 
rying insects was the aeroplane, 
which picked up insects, landed in a 
field, and deposited them, all within 
a few hours. The aeroplane was 
truly the disseminator of crop pests, 
During Dr. Chalmers Mitchell's fly- 
ing trip through Africa, his aero- 
plane, while on the ground, had been 
attacked by white ants. The aero- 
plane could easily pick up the yellow 
fever breeding mosquito and bring 
it to another land within the space 
of a few hours. Tsetse fly, which en- 
gendered the African: sléeping sick- 
ness, could be taken from West 
Africa to Brazil in a few hours. 
Among the insects the most to be 
dreaded was the chinch-bug, which 
in 1864 caused a loss of $74,000,000 
worth of wheat.

‘to do, however, only with belts 
Sia trees gets tg ose and farm 
buildings, especially forthe purpose 
of breaking the force of the wind. 
The typical windbreak ‘is a belt con- 
sisting of ffom six to eight rows of 
trees and usually from a quarter of 
a mile to a mile in length. 

The influence of a timber wind- 
break upon air éurrents “is purely 
mechanical. Its effectiveness depends 
‘therefore, upon how nearly impene- 
trable it ‘The ordinary windbreak 
does not provide-an absolute barrier 


_ to the wind; a certain amount of air

forces its way between the branches 
and foliage of the trees, so that the 
movement of the air on the leeward 
side is not, completely stopped but 
only greatly reduced. When wind- 
breaks composed of such trees as 
cottonwood become old, wide open- 
ings are left between the bare trunks 
and more wind get through near the 
ground than higher up. Such wind- 
breaks ‘can be made efficient only by 
underplanting the cottonwood with 
other trees or shrubs. 

An ideal windbreak for checking 
wind currents would have the con- 
tour of an’earth dam. In the central 
rows would be planted the , tallest 
trees. Such a windbreak would not 
“be easily penetrated, and its inclined 
surface would divert the air currents 
‘upward and relieve the horizontal 
wind pressure. 

Breaking the mechanical force of 
the wind benefits the farmer most 
directly by protecting his grain crops 
and his orchard. The value of the 
windbreak in giving this protection 
is, of course, difficult to measure in 
dollars and cents, but where winds are 
at all frequent such protection alone 
may be equal to the gental of the 
ground occupied by trees. In one case 
in southern Minnesota, a windbreak, 
80 rods long and about 28 feet high 
along the side of a cornfield afforded 
complete protection for a strip about 
10 rods wide during a wind blowing 
at 50 miles an hour. On the unpro-

Thete is no part of the United 
States, except small areas in the 
Cascade Mountains, which normally 
obtains more precipitation than is 
necded for growing the best crops. 
The farmer usually plows, cultivates 
and mulches with the object of con- 
serving every drop of water that may 
reach ‘the soil during the year. .In 
the “dry-farming” regions of the 
West these conservation measures 
Here it may be 
necessary to save the moisture of two 
seasons to grow a single crop. 
Anything which, helps to conserve 
the moisture of+the soil is of direct 
benefit to the farmer. The windbreak 
has this effect in a marked degree. 
The drying power of the wind is re- 
duced by the windbreak very nearly 
in the same proportion as its velocity. 
In the immediate lee of the most 
effective windbreaks evaporation is 
reduced as much as 65 percent. Far- 
ther from the trees the reduction is 
less. The amount of reduction de- 
pens not only upon the density and 
proximity of the windbreaks, but upon 
whether the field is fallow or in the 
crops. The saving in moisture is 
least when the field is fallow, so that 
the only reduction is in the direct 
evaporation from the soil; it is great- 
est when the field is in crops, so that 
there is a reduction not only in the 
direct evaporation from the soil but 
also in the evaporation from the 
leaves of the crops.

Making Early Cross-Country Flights 
From One End of Dominion 
To The Other 


Landing places will shortly have 
all been marked out for cross-coun- 
try air flights in Canada, after which 
time it will be an casy matter for an 
airman tw leave, say Halifax, and 
have his route gharted through to the 
opposite side of the Dominion, with 
landing places marked on_ his map 
at distances of about fifty miles apart. 
Ile will then know where to strike 
if a forced landing is imminent. 
Capt. Drummond, of the Air Board 
staff, Ottawa, has just completed a 
survey of the country between Win- 
nipeg and Sudbury, locating suitable 
airdrome and airsites to be charted 
for cross-country flying. In seeking 
the locations, Capt. Drummond trav- 
clled by the Canadian National Rail- 
way to Hearst, and then by Grand 
Trunk Pacific. The landing places 
are marked along the lines of rail- 
way, which will be followed by air- 
men for their first attempts. 

It is expected that flying will be 
in progress at all four of the Air 
Board’s stations in Canada by the 
middle of August. The station at 
Vancouver is now in the course of 
construction, and machines are on the 
way. Mechanics dre on the ground 
at Morley, Alta., and machines for 
use there are going forward at once. 
Rockcliffe hangar has been opened 
and Camp Borden is already the 
‘scene of some military flying. Clas- 
ses at the latter camp will begin as 
soon as the necessary regulations 
have been approved by the cabinet 
council. :

During his travels in the west ,Dr.

“An increase of 
three bushels to the acre in the pro- 
duction of wheat in Canada,” he said, 
“would mean an annual increase to 
the country of over $118,000,000, and 
over $2,000,000/could be added to the 
income of the country by the adopt 
-ion of more, intelligent and enter- 
prising methods of agriculture if 
all lines.” Annual experiments car- 
tied out on the government’s experi- 
mental farms had shown, said the 
speaker, that a great increase in yield 
could be obtained from the use of 
good secd and the rotation of crops. 
The use of fertlizers was coming to 
be a necessity in parts of Canada, 
but not yet in the western provinces. 

“Over $500,000,000 could be added 
to the wealth of the country every 
year if the farmers would exercise 
more intelligence ard enterprise in 
their agricultural operations,” declar- 
ed Dr. Tolmie. A great deal had al- 
ready been accomplished by the Do- 
minion and provincial governments 
in encouraging them to do so, but a 
great deal remained to be done. The 
dairy industry in particularal needed 
encouragement. They were not 
enough silos in the country. Corn 
and sunflowers could be grown in the 
west successfully as silage crops. The 
results of the international exhibition 
at Chicago showed that Canada could 
grow as good livestock as any coun- 
try in the world. It required intel- 
ligence and enterprise, though, to do 
it.

nipeg. . Alberta's butter output in- 
creased during the past four years al- 
most 40 percent in volume and! over 
123 percent in value,

ies in the province — all community 
owned and operated, and 13 privately 
owned and operated.

Observatory Founded Centuries Ago 
Keeps in Line with the 
Latest Developments 

Once every year a rather quaint 
ceremony is observed at 
An inspection of the 
Observatory is made by a “Board of 
Visitors” to whom the Astronomer 
Royal presents a report on the work 
of the preceding twelve months. The 
latest report shows that although the 
Observatory was founded centuries 
ago, at the very dawn of scientific 
navigation, it keeps in line with the 
latest developments. A new aerial 
has been erected to extend the range 
over which wireless time signals can 
be received. These signals are now 
received regularly from the Eiffel 
Tower, Nauen, and Annapolis. The 
Observatory also controls the opera- 
tlon of time-balls in different parts 
of the country. These time balls are 
hoisted on a prominent mast and re- 
leased at specific hours by an clec- 
tric signal from the Observatory. The 
accuracy of the operation is checked 
by a return signal from the distant 
time-ball. Greenwich also controls 
“Big Ben” the famous clock of the 
Houses of Parliament,

Sends a Message Over Wire For the 
First Time in Nineteen 
Years 

Gripping a telegraph key for the 
first time in 19 years, Thomas A, Ed- 
ison sent a message to posterity from 
his home in Orange, N.J. The rattle 
of the instrument as it clicked off the 
inventor’s message was inscribed on 
an imperishable phonograph record, 
and placed in the archives of the 
Historical association here. The 
message was sent directly to a com- 
mittee of the old-time telegraphers, 
and was: 

“Amid the activities of a busy life 
full of expectations, hopes and fears, 
my thoughts of early association 
with my comrades of the dots and 
dashes have ever been ta me a de- 
light and pleasure. I consider it a 
great pleasure to record in Morse 
characters on an indestructable dise 
‘this tribute to my beginnings in elec- 
tricity through the telegraph, and 
with it a Godspeed to the fraternity 
throughout the world.”
